In New York I asked Sir 
Horace Plunkett about these diaries at the 
time the whispering campaign was at its 
height, He told me that Bernard Shaw had 
assured him that he had seen the diaries, 
and deemed them authentic. It was the late 
Arthur Gleason, a sociologist and journalist, 
who told me that Lord Eustace Percy dis- 
closed the existence of the diaries to him. 
Instead of circulating the report, on this 
private hint, Mr. Gleason asked for a signed 
statement. Ag he did not receive it, he 
printed nothing.: 

Among the witnesses who should be called 
in this case are Lord Eustace Percy, Mr. 
Shaw, Major Ian Hay Beith, Alfred Noyes, 
C.B., and others who disseminated the in- 
formation that Casement was depraved, Who 
convinced them? On what evidence? A joint 
commission is inescapably called for. to bring 
forth this evidence that Dr. Maloney has 
traced to the Home Office and to Sir Basil 
Thomsen. ge

the whole, it is simpler to take the line 
of least resistance, so as to be able to 
inflict one’s own anecdotes upon others. 

There is, however, one thing that a 
conscientious traveller can do to dis- 
tinguish himself from the crowd. He can 
forbear to set himself up as an authority 
upon the politics of the country which he 
has visited. It can be promised that these 
notes on a winter journey to Central 
Europe, and a stay in Yugoslavia at the 
end of it, wili contribute nothing of any 
value whatever to a study of the fiery 
politics of the Balkans. No familiar 
references will be made to statesmen with 
whom the writer suggests that he is on 
terms of friendly intimacy. Leaders of 
minorities will not be alluded to by nick- 
names known only to their closest cronies, 
No dark prophecies will be made concern- 
ing coming political developments which 
the writer foresees, and which will rock 
the Chancelleries of Europe to their 
foundations. The only concern is with 
the place and what the visitor may expect 
to encounter there. Yugoslavia is a 
friendly, amusing and, in parts, a 
beautiful country. It is also cheap, and, 
although a little farther afield than most 
€' the recognised resorts, it is not so 
inaccessible as it sounds, and it can be 
reached for a surprisingly small ouflay. 
These features of it justify, perhaps, a 
little description; for, after all, they are 
the features which primarily interest 
tourists to any country, 


Dignity and Impudence 


Any journey, even if it be only to Paris 
or Portarlington, should bring with it in 
prospect a sense of pleasurable adventure. 
The realities of travel are sure to be to 
some extent trying and wearisome, and 
the least that we can expect is to enjoy 
the sensation of being about to travel. 
If the traveller at this preliminary period 
has a tendency to be uppish, to expect 
envious admiration from friends who are 
not going, there can be no better means 
of deflation than an interview wit 
the clerk at the tourist agency to 
which I was directed in Bail of 
tickets. From the first he obviously 
regarded me with doubt, but it was when 
I introduced into the conversation the 
words “third class’’ that he showed his 
mind without concealment. His eyebrows 
went up. He eyed me with a frosty 
glimmer. Contempt was evident in the 
aristocratic angle of his nose. 

If I had required reservations in the 
Simplon-Orient Express, he conveyed, he 
would have lea to do my bidding. 
Rooms in the most expensive hotels could 
have been secured in the twinkling of an 
eye. Agents of his firm would have re- 
ceived special instructions to shepherd me 
through every stage of the journey. But 
a customer who required a third class 
ticket to Yugoslavia by the cheapest route 
was ancther matter. The request had 
cleatly opened up to him a glimpse of 
a dreadful underworld of which he had 
no experience, and into which he had no 
desire to penetrate. He did not care to 
be mixed up in anything unpleasant. In 
a word, the young man’s demeanour was 
up-stage. 

As the rain poured down upon Picca- 
dilly outside and the clerk, now definitely 
hostile. referred me to trains which did 
not oxist, booked me a passage in the 
wrong steamer, and quoted fares from a 
list Jong out of date, one learned the first 
lesson which the grim realities of travel 
force upon one. In future I would buy 
my tickets in Dublin, where the third-class 
passenger, far from being regarded as a 
social leper, will often be informed of 
ingenicus ways to thwart the avarice of 
railway companies. On this occasion, per- 
ceiving that my clerk’s information was 
as unsound as his manners were beastly, 
I bought them at the station.

The Happy Medium 


To savour to the full the varied experi- 
ences of travel one must belong to none ol 
these classes. One must be too poor to 
travel in luxury, too much of a snob to 
join a conducted tour. For those who 
prefer a collar and tie to a pullover, a suit- 
case to a knapsack, and a modest hotel to 
community singing in a log-hut, travel 
becomes a battle of wits against the rail- 
way companies. The only trains in which 
he is allowed to travel arrive at remote 
junctions ten minutes after the connection 
ás left, so that there is a wait of five 
hours in the middle of the night. Boats 
slip out of harbour as one’s train is 
signalled, and the next is on Tuesday 
week. There is no restaurant car, and 
food for a ten-hour journey must be pur- 
chased at the station kiosk, which is, how- 
closed until after one’s train has 


ever, 
left. Expresses in the middle of a long 
journey suddenly become ‘‘first and 


second only.” The object of these arrange- 
ments is, of course, to bully the traveller 
into buying a more expensive ticket than 
he had intended. But there is usually a 
way out, and to defeat the malign in- 
genuity of foreign railway companies in 
their attitude towards the third-class pas- 
senger is one of the enduring delights of 
travel.

When, in the 
course of their deliberations, they came to de- 
termine the question of whether the accused 
man was sane when he committed this act, 
they must consider the state of his mind and 
i the state of his brain, though it might be 
condition of the brain would have 
upon the mind.

It could be shown, added 
counsel, that no such danger existed outside 
the realms of fairy-tale. Apart from delibe- 
rate acts or grave negligence, it was almost 
impossible that death or an explosion hould 
occur from gas conveyed in the ordinary 
Wanner. 

“The Gas Company,” he said, “ takes 
the greatest care when making gas to elimi- 
nate the impurities, but there is one which 
could be, but, by deliberate purpose, is not 
eliminated—that“is the smell. It is part of 
the deliberate policy of gas companies to leave 
in the gas a strong snsli, which will always 
give warning of its presence before such a con- 
centration is reached as would cause either 
explosion or danger from gas poisoning.”’ 

A really good nose, he added, could detect 
gas in the air when it was only in the pro- 
portion of one in ten thousand, and a 
nose would detect it when it was only in 
the proportion of one in one thousand. The 
distribution engineer would detect gas in the 
air at a proportion of one in twenty thousand. 
The explosive limits varied at from one in 
five to one in fourteen. 

The suggestion had been made that there 
should be a stop-cock for every house, but 
the company’s engineer, who was familiar 
with supply systems in the United Kingdom, 
Canada and America, said that in no town 
did such a system exist. Stop-cocks would 
be very difficult to keep in rd Be would in- 
terfere largely with the supply of gas, and 
would be very expensive to install. 

John Francis McErlean, chief analytical 
chemist of the Gas Company, said that he 
had made an analysis of the gas at irregular 
intervals. The burning of wood gave rise to 
carbon dioxide and water vapour, but, in the 
absence of an adequate supply of air, carbon 
monoxide and hydrocarbons would be formed. 
This admixture, together with air, was ex- 
plosive, and needed only a source of ignition 
to cause an explosion. The effect of an in- 
adequate supply of water on glowing organic 
material would be to form carbon dioxide, 
carbon monoxide and hydrogen. The last 
two gases, mixed with air, also gave an 
explosive mixture. 


GAS UNIMPORTANT 

Henry Cotton, distribution agent for the 
Gas Company, said that he was responsible 
for the distribution of gas over the whole 
of the company’s lines in the City of Dublin. 
| was a five-inch pressure of gas, or less 
than one-fifth of a pound, on the night of 
the Pearse street fire. He had never heard 
of a fire in which there was an explosion of 
gas after the fire had got under way. The 
Gas Company never had received any appli- 
cation from either the Fire Brigade or the 
Corporation with a view to having any 
special measures ad2;nted to deal with the gas 
supply. Measures that had been taken by the 
Gas Company were on its own initiative. The 
company was always anxious and ready to 
carry out any suggestions made to them. 
The witness said that the Fire Brigade 
rarely rang up the Gas Company about fires, 
as apparently they attached little importance 
to the gas element. (Generally, it was towards 
the end ot a fire that the Fire Brigade 
happened to notice that gas was burning. and 
then asked the company to have it turned off. 
In the majority of fires the Fire Brigade 


turned off tie gas themselves. 

In reply to Mr. FitzGibbon, the witness 
said that the most potent explosive mixture 
was one of ten per cent. of gas, and; as the 
percentage digressed from that figure in either 
direction the explosion became less powerful. 

Mr. Nolan-Whelan, on behalf of the next- 
of-kin of Firemau Nugent, submitted that 
the Dublin Corporation or the State should 
produce evidence to show methods of fire- 
tighting adopted in other cities, and ascertain 
whether the methods here could be improved 
upon, or whether they were perfect a y. 
Medical evidence was that Fireman Nugent 
had died from gas poisoning. It would be 
well to know whether gas masks of a light 
nature were used in other cities or whether 
it was possible for them to be used here. 

Mr. 2». A. Sheehan, for the Firemen’s 
Union, said that they were at present trying 
to get information from the London fire 
Brigade about gas-masks which, they under- 
stood, were being used there. 

The inquiry was adjourned until 2.50 p.m. 
to-morrow (Tuesday). it was announced that 
the inquiry will be concluded this week.

After nearly five years of protective 
legislation the Free State is compelled to 
import butter, in order to relieve an imme- 
diate shortage. That is the most 
ignominious position in which the Govern- 
ment has yet landed itself as a direct 
result of its often-mistaken policy. For 
some time past the importation of butter 
has been prohibited, and the exportation 
has been stimulated by the payment of 
substantial bounties. Both importation 
and exportation are, therefore, under the 
control of the Government, and the posi- 
tion in which the home consumer might 
find himself at any time was clear to the 
Ministry of Agriculture. At the end of 
January it was known that the stocks held 
in cold storage amounted to only 
about 1,200 tons—though in the follow- 
ing fortnight over seven hundred tons 
moved out of cold storage for home 
consumption and export. It was 
manifest, therefore, at the end of 
January that the butter stock in the Free 
State was equal to only about three 
months’ exports, at the figure for 
December. If exports were to be main- 
tained, imports evidently had to be 
licensed for the home market. If the 
Government believed in its own expressed 
policy of home consumption of Free State 
produce, the exportation of butter ought 
to have been prohibited at the end of last 
year. So far there has been no explana- 
tion of the Government’s failure to take 
this obvious course, and we must assume 
that there was some pressing reason for 
the failure. What was that reason? Is it 
that certain countries will take no other 
Free State produce, and that, if butter is 
not available for export, a trade agreement 
may be broken? If so, it is surely a 
novelty in the economic relations between 
States. We are familiar with the state- 
ment that ‘‘the customer is always 
right ”; but, when two customers are 
equally right, which right is to prevail in 
the event of a difference? Must the Free 
State always assume that those who buy 
its produce on a preferential basis have the 
right to dictate on every occasion when 
differences may be discovered? In that 
case the idea of the “ most favoured 
nation ” is being given a meaning that it 
was never intended to carry. _ : 
The net effect of the Government’s 
failure to foresee the inevitable sequel to 
its policy is that butter must now be 
imported in considerable quantities, and 
that the Free State consumer is compelled 
to eat imported butter and to pay for it 
the artificially inflated price of the home 
product. The course of the butter trade 
during the past five years shows—probably 
more directly than the figures for any 
other commodity—the difficulties which 
the Government’s policy has created for 
everybody. When Mr, de Valera took 
office he interfered almost at once with 
the butter trade, with the result that 
exports fell to 246,000 hundredweights in 
1932. Between 1932 and 1935 the exports 
increased steadily, until in 1935 the 
volume of exports totalled 473,000 hundrea- 
weights. Last year the total fell to 460,000 
hundredweights, although the German 
demand had increased. Between 1932 and 
1935 the German demand had grown from 
4,000 to 12,700 hundredweights—a demand 
which is only a seventh part of that from 
Northern Ireland and about a thirtieth 
part of that from Great Britain. This is 
the kind of trade after which the Govern- 
ment is straining—trade that is based on 
agreements which give the other party all 
the benefit; trade for which the ordinary 
channels of commerce are dislocated ; 
trade that demands an enormous drain on 
the pockets of the Free State consumer. 


it is impossible to say whether the balance 
favours the Irish producer or not; but we 
may doubt whether, if there had been no 
interference, he would not have been 
infinitely better off. If production costs 
are higher than they were five years ago, 
these costs are also a direct result of 
the Government’s policy in agriculture 
generally. It is the dairy farmer who 
pays the subsidies to his friends and 
relations for the tillage crops which they 
are urged to sow and reap, and the 
subsidies are integral part of the cost 
of the butter which he has to sell. At the 
other end he must yun the gauntlet of the

In the midst of all this Complexity we 
are compelled to wonder what has 
happened to the golden dreams of winter 
dairying, about which we once heard so 
much. Has there been, in fact, any ex- 
tension of winter dairying as a result of 
the Government’s tillage policy? We doubt 
if there has been even the smallest advance 
since Sir Horace Plunkett undertook his 
campaign some forty or more years ago. 
In the early years of the present century 
Irish farmers were urged to ‘‘ look at 
Denmark,’ and to copy the methods of 
that great agricultural country, The plea 
then fell wpon the deafest of ears, and it 
was realised that something more had to 
be done before Irish farmers could travel 


generally believed to be the extension of 
tillage farming in all parts of the country. 
Tillage has been extended at tremendous 
cost of money and energy; but winter 
dairying seems to be as far away as ever. 
The Government's policy definitely has 
failed in so far as winter dairying is con- 
cerned ; and it has failed also to give the 
consumer his own home-produced butter at 
the end of the winter season. When the 
Government became aware that supplies 
would be insufficient to cover the essential 
exports and the home demand, it was plain 
that exports ought to have been pro- 
hibited, and permission given to traders 
at home to lay in stocks for the needs of 
their own trade. It is said that when 
such permission was sought by traders it 
was refused, and no adequate explanation 
of that refusal has been given. Perhaps, 
however, the most ironic feature in the 
whole sorry business is the fact that New 
Zealand butter is being bought at a price 
which permits some fund in the Free State 
to benefit to the extent of over 50s. a 
hundredweight. The price of New Zealand 
butter in England now is in the region of 
90s. a hundredweight, but it is to be 
retailed in the Free State at about 1465s. 
a hundredweight. What would not the 
farmers of New Zealand do to inhabit a 
paradise in which their butter fetched such 
a price? All their troubles would dissolve 
at once, and their prosperity would be 
assured. It would also be paradisical for 
the Free State consumer to have butter at 
less than a shilling a pound.

The Indian Nationalists 


The elections for the new Provincial 
Legislatures in India are safely over, and 
the results are fully known. Out of the 
total number of eleven provinces the 
Nationalists of the Congress Party have 
obtained clear majorities in six, and form 
the largest single party in two others. 
The burning question is now: Will they 
consent to form Governments at all? 
Their declared policy hitherto has been 
to refuse to work the new Indian Constitu- 
tion, and, instead, to devote their whole 
energies to its destruction, Whether 
success at the polls has changed their atti 
tude remains to be seen. In another week 
or two the party leaders will meet at Delhi 
to discuss their policy, and the very fact 
that such a meeting is being held suggests 
that their old opposition is being relaxed. 
For the sake of India everybody must 
hope that the Nationalists will take 
office, Admittedly, they will not simplify 
the country’s general problems; but they 
will not condemn a great: and far-reaching 
experiment to ruin. The scheme of India’s 
future government, as our readers are 
aware, is federal. There will be a Centra] 
Legislature, with certain seats reserved to 
minorities and “special interests,” and 
the rest filled by popular election. In 
addition, every one of the eleven new 
provinces will possess its own Legislature, 
composed in a somewhat similar manner. 
The Congress’s grievance is that the change 
does not give India nearly as full a 
measure of self-government as it -had 
demanded for her; and that, even if it 
could accept the institution of a federal 
system, the proposed scheme contains so 
many restrictions on native sovereignty 
that it cannot be tolerated. For example, 
the Viceroy will retain full contro! of the 
Army and of foreign relations, and 
virtually full control of finance. It 1s 
not difficult to understand the grievance, 
yet the Congress Party surely would be 
better advised to look upon the new system 
from the same point of view as the British 
Government—that is to say, as a stage on 
India’s road to Dominion status and full 
self-government. The sudden possession of 
democratic liberty would bring disaster 
upon India’s three hundred millions. How 
much more sensible it would be to accept 
the new federal Constitution, to obtain 
practice therefrom in the art of govern- 
ment, and so to equip themselves for the 
larger duties involved in Dominion status 
There are signs that the great majority 
of members of the party incline to this 
reasonable point of view, and are pre- 
pared, if their chiefs formally renounce 
the ban, to take office. The decision will 
be greeted with relief throughout all 
India; for nobody can foresee what 
calamities would follow the failure of the 
new Constitution. India has had enough 
disorder and bloodshed in recent years. — 


Motor Sport 


At the end of last season motor racing 
in Ireland seemed to be in an assured 
position, A whole host of internationally 
famous drivers came to Ulster, to the 
Phenix Park, to Limerick and to Cork. 
and provided thousands of spectators with 
an exhibition of daring, skill and, some- 
times, recklessness which moved even the 
most disgruntled nofi-motorist to en- 
thusiasm. There were accidents. Ulster 
was truly horrified at the disaster in New- 
townards, and tho dreadful death of the 
young Duke of Grafton in Limerick was 
a spectacle which Limerick will not 
quickly forget. Motor racing, however, 
is a dangerous sport, as steeplechasing 
and ski-jumping are dangerous sports, 
but the drivers go into it alive to the 
dangers that they run. Unfortunately, 
motor racing also is a source of danger to 
those who Jook on, and this danger to 
the public no longer is accepted as an an- 
avoidable risk in Ireland. On the Con- 
tinent, where great road races have been 
in progress without interruption since the

| callousness: their enthusiasm appears to 
override the effects of fatal accidents ; 
but in Ireland motor racing is a new 
sport—and as a new sport it has not yet 
met with universal approval. There is, 
indeed, rather widespread opposition to 
the use of ordinary roads for the purpose 
of racing, and, as a result, two' of the 
great motoring events of the year now 
have gone by the board. The Royal 
Automobile Club still is trying to find a 
jnew home for the Tourist Trophy race, 
apparently, with little success, and the 
organisers of the Limerick Grand Prix,

In Messrs. Cherry and Sturrock 
they have two oarsmen of giant physique 
and unquestioned skill, and these two

| N a special Pastoral letter deali 

‘vith Catechetical instruction an 
the observance of thé Sunday, issued 
by the Most Rev. Dr. Kinane, Bishop 
of Waterford and Lismore, and read 
in all the diocesan churches to-day, 
he states :—‘‘ I must take the oppor- 
tunity afforded by this letter of 
making a few comments on the aspect 
of Sunday observance in the Diocese 
of Waterford and Lismore. 

“Whilst the Chuch encourages on 
Sundays amusements which are innocent 
and health-giving, provided they are in- 
dulged in with due moderation and do not 
interfere with normal recognised devotions, 
it frowns on those which are out of 
harmony with the holiness associated with 
the Lord’s Day, and in certain cases—for 
Matha horse-racing and dog-racing—even 
forbids them absolutely. Now the cinema, 
although it could have been a great educa- 
tive and ennobling influence, is in actual 
fact unbecoming amusement of this kind. 
There are, indeed, films that are harmless 
and positively good, but undoubtedly the 
general tendency of the cinema is a de- 
moralising one. Certain peoples have 
been constrained to organise leagues of 
decency to protect themselves from it. The 
Pope, as lately as last year, issued a 
special encyclical detailing measures to 
keep it within due bounds, and several 
Irish bishops, in recent Lenten Pastorals, 
animadverted on the evils for which it is 
responsible ”’ 


A COURT DECISION 


“* Civil judges,” the pastoral continues, 
‘“‘ frequently draw attention to its baneful 
influence on adolescents, and those in 
Ireland who are trying to preserve all 
that is best and most characteristic in the 
games, amusements and customs of our 
people, regard it as their deadly foe. 
Because of the demoralising influence 
generally speaking of the cinema, and its 
want of harmony with the spirit of the 
Sabbath, and because of the danger of its 
interference with evening devotions, the 
practice in this diocese up to the present 
has been that cinemas and theatres are 
not opened on Sundays. It is a practice 
instinct with faith, piety and self-sacrifice, 
and one of which people well may feel 
proud. Recently attempts are. being 
made to break with this long-standing 
tradition. I have heard with much pain 
that in the case of certain owners, even 
Catholic owners, the prospect of material 
gain seems to outweigh the spiritual and 
religious considerations. The position is 
still further aggravated by the extra- 
ordinary decision of a civil court given a 
few weeks ago, which, according to news- 
paper reports, declared it to be necessary 
in the public interest that certain cinema 
theatres be permitted to open on Sundays. 
Notwithstanding the League of Decency, 
notwithstanding the general opinion re- 
garding the demoralising influence of cine- 
matogiaph presentations, this judgment 
presumes to tell the Catholic community 
that their welfare requires this theatre to 
be opened on a day specially dedicated to 
God's Service. It presumes to assert 
that in the public interest country people, 
instead of being encouraged to engage in 
the innocent outdoor invigorating amuse- 
ments of their forefathers, should be lured 
to towns to spend hours in the unhealthy 
atmosphere of the theatre watching a 
travesty of life portrayed by Hollywood 
artistes! I enter my protest against these 
attempts,, no matter from whom they 
emanate, to encroach on our grand tradi- 
tion. I might, indeed, give it the protec- 
tion of absolute prohibition, but, for the 
present at least, I prefer to leave its pre- 
servation in your hands.’’

The Times in a leading article to-day 
says:—If the financial resolution before 
the House of Commons this afternoon docs 
not give full opportunity for discussion of 
the state and the needs of the depressed 
areas, then an occasion will occur in the 
near future when the Special Areas Bill 
itself is introduced. There is need for 
another close examination of the whole 
subject, and there is new material for dis- 
cussion in the report on South-West 
Durham and the ‘Second Industrial 
Survey of South Wales,’’ which is pub- 
lished to-day. Both these reports draw 
attention to limitations of the Govern- 
ment’s policy as it has been developed up 
to now. The time for tentative experi- 
mental measures has gone. Investigation 
after investigation, experiment after ex- 
periment, lead to the same conclusion—- 
that, besides the application of unconven- 
tional principles—-upon which the first 
Commissioner for the special areas in- 
sisted—there must be an attack all along 
the line to eradicate the misery and the 
depression of the areas, and to bring them 
back to economic vitality and their people 
to happiness. 

The Times proceeds:—People and pro- 
ductive capacity are alike going to waste, 
and there is a canker in the social system. 
Parliament cannot be content merely to 
deplore the fact and vote relief. Not relief 
any longer, but remedy, must be the 
watchword. The Government must take 
control and order events. A parallel to 
what has been done to save industries 
from decay can be devised for areas. The 
resources and energies of the country are 
not so much absorbed in re-armament that 
there is neither money nor strength to 
help the ‘distressed areas. Indeed, the 
claims of defence and the claims of the 
distressed areas do not clash.

necessary to revive the areas will not be 
wasted. It will be a prudent investment 
in the development of industry, with at 
least a fair prospect of success. It will

A REPLY to the statement of the 
Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, on the question of Free 


State employment in the manufacture | 


of Coronation hats, was issued on 
Saturday by Mr. R. Muleahy, T.D. 
He states :— 

“The Ministry for Industry and Com- 
merce, as a result of the inquiries carried 
out by him following my statement in the 
Dail on Thursday, makes now three 
explicit statements. 

(1) No offer of employment in the 
manufacture of paper hats, or any other 
class of goods, in England was - made 
through the Dublin Employment Exchange 
to anybody. 

(2) No girl who refused such offer of 
work had her unemployment insurance 
payments withheld. 

(3) No girls have been sent by the 
Dublin Employment Exchange to take 
such employment. 

For the moment I just desire to relate 


to these three ministerial statements some 


of the facts. 
A DEMONSTRATION 


On Tuesday, the 23rd February, an 
oficial at one of the jhatches of the 
Labour Exchange where girls sign on in- 
formed the girls that employment was 
being offered in England, near London, on 
the making of hats for the Coronation. Girls 
were told that they would get 26s. a week ; 
that they would be required to pay 16s. a 
week for board, and that 2s. a week would 
be kept back until their fares, which would 
be advanced to them, were refunded, That 
they would be required to work from 7 
a.m. to 5 


and that they would be off from 12 to 1 
o'clock for dinner. Some of the girls were 
given by the official. at the hatch a pre- 
liminary idea as to how the hats would 
be made. 

Accommodation was provided upstairs in 
the Employment Exchange for the repre- 
sentative of the English firm, who there 
gave the girls a demonstration in the 
type of work required, and who examined 
their hands for sible defects, which 
would militate against their efficiency. 

Where girls. were willing to go, but were 
under 21 years of age, a written permission 
of their parents was necessary. In the 
appropriate cases that written permission 
was subsequently handed to officials of the 
Employment Exchange. 

A girl normally in receipt of unemploy- 
ment insurance was paid in the normal 
way on Thursday, the 18th February. On 
Tuesday, the 23rd February, she was given 
by the official at the hatch the information 
already referred to, and asked would she 
take the work. When she said she would 
not the official wrote on a slip of paper 
and pinned it to her card.” 


REFUSED BENEFIT 


She signed on in the usual way until 
the following Thursday (25th February). 
When she looked for her unemployment 
money on that date she was refused her 
money, and informed that she was to go 
to the Court of Referees on the following 
Saturday, the 27th February. She attended 
the Court of Referees on Saturday, the 
27th February, where she was questioned 
as to the steps she was taking to look for 
work. After her interview she was told 
that she was being giveri a last chance, and 
““to go on signing.’’ She kept signing in 
the ordinary. way until Thursday, the 4th 
March, When on that date she went to 
look for her money she was told the 
supervisor wanted to see her. The super- 
visor said that there was no money for. her, 
that she had not enough stamps. She pro- 
ceeded at once to another supervising 
official m the Exchange, who looked up 
her records and said that she was entitled 
to payments for another two or three 
months. But her moneys have since been 
withheld.’’

PANISH Government and insur- 

_ gent warships fought a violent 

battle off Bilbao, on the North coast 

of Spain, it was reported from 

Hendaye yesterday, for possession of 
a Spanish steamer, says Reuter. 

Bound for Bilbao from the French 
port of Bayonne, the steamer (the 
Galdames—3,337 tons) carried a 
eargo of militiamen, munitions, 
money and provisions, and 140 
passengers, including a number of 
women and children. 

Two women and three children on 
board were killed before the insur 
gents carried off their ‘‘ prize.’’ 

Outside Bilbao, which is the pro- 
Government port of the. Basque National 
Administration, the Galdames Was met 
by two insurgent cruisers, the Canarias 
and the Almirante Cervera. Against these 
modern heavy ships, the former of which 
mounts eight eight-inch guns, the Basque 
command sent a destroyer and a number 
of armoured merchant ships. 

The battle which ensued could be seen 
from Bilbao, it is reported. The Govern- 
ment destroyer was badly damaged and 
driven off. 

The Galdames was taken to Pasajes, a 
few miles along the coast from the French 
frontier. Ambulances were sent from San 
Sebastian to take off the dead and 
wounded, 


TENSION IN MADRID 


In Spain itself air raids and gun battles 
held the war stages. 

Madrid last night awaited battles, 
expected hourly, which may prove “ deci- 
sive,’’ following renewed activity on fronts 
north-west and south-east of the capital, 
where the insurgents are massing more 
troops. 

Government artillery fire on these insur- 
gent concentrations was reported. 

Early in the day insurgent ‘planes 
bombed villages near Valencia. When they 
flew over Valencia itself on the way to 
the sea sirens wailed and people rushed to 
the cellars. No bombs were dropped, how. 
ever, 3 
A night raid on the City of Cuidad Real, 
about eighty. miles south of Toledo, 
caused, according to one report, the death 
of five people. i: 

The energetic steps which the Spanish 
Government, is taking to unify the com- 
mand of its forces are evidenced by a 
decree incorporating all foreign volunteers 
in Republican Spain into the Government 
Army.

“ A Spanish boat, which was about to 
berth at Barcelona, was flown over by two 
Nationalist ’planes, which threatened to 
bomb it. Some of the crew threw them- 
selves into the sea, and the boat went 
ashore and sank. 

‘‘It is reported from Oviedo that the 
Marxist losses at present amount to 14 0C0 
men.

BOMB IN CONSULATE 


A Perpignan Reuter telegram states 
that a bomb was found yesterday morning 
in the garden of the Spanish Government 's 
Consulate here. It was removed by French 
soldiers before it exploded. Another bomb 
was removed from a stream nearby. 

At Cerbere, near the Spanish frontier, a 
bomb exploded in the carriage of a 
Marseilles port. train after the passengers 
had left it. The carriage caught fire and 
was destroyed. A workman from Toulouse 
has been detained in connection with the 
latter incident. 


VOLUNTEER KILLED IN 
GALLANT RESCUE 


A story of conspicuous gallantry accom- 
panies the news received in Blantyre 
(Lanarkshire) Asser of a young man’s 
death while fighting with the Governments 
forces in Madrid. Thomas Brannan (23), 
of Blantyre, was defending a bridge on the 
outskirts of Madrid. Facing heavy fire, 
he went out into the open to the aid of a 
wounded comrade, and was carrying him 


through the head. Brannan leaves a 
widow and two little girls. His father, 
Mr. Patrick Brannan, was a sergeant in 
the 11th Cameronians, and saw service in 
France and Salonit¥a.

CLOSING SCENES OF 
THE TRIAL 


PRISONER PROTESTS 
AGAINST EVIDENCE | 


-“ 


S ENTENCE of death was imposed 
in the Central Criminal Court 
on Saturday by Mr. Justice O’ Byrne. 
The prisoner was Patrick Boylan, a 
23 years old electric welder, who had 
been found guilty of the murder of 
his) sweetheart, Norah Whelan, a 
factory worker, aged 18 years. 
The trial had lasted for four days. Ap- 
proximately fifteen hours were occupied 
with the taking of evidence; counsel 
addressed the Court for three hours; the 
judge’s charge to the jury took up two 
hours and forty-five minutes. The jury 
came to their verdict in fifty-five minutes. 

The murder of Norah Whelan was com- 
mitted at a party given by the prisoner at 
his father’s house, 13 Coburg place, 
Dublin, on 5th December last. Witnesses 
told the Court of a row which occurred 
during the party, owing to Boylan’s resent- 
ment of the fact that the dead girl, d iring 
dancing which took place, sat between 
Samuel Osborne and James McDermott, 
the latter a former lover of hers. Neither 
Osborne nor McDermott had been invited 
by him to attend the party. 

After a fracas Osborne and McDermott 
were ejected,. and Boylan asked Norah 
Whelan if she intended to go home with 
McDermott. She replied: “ I am finished 
with you.” A few minutes later Boylan 
asked her to come out into the back yard, 
and there he cut her throat with his 
father’s razor. 

The facts were not disputed by the 
defence, which relied upon a plea of 
insanity. From the time of his arrest the 
prisoner maintained that he remembered 
nothing of what took place after the girl 
said, ‘‘ I am finished with you.” In the 
witness-box on Friday he swore that the 
first thing he remembered after that 
remark was his awakening in the Bride- 
well on Monday morning. He did not 
remember a.statement which he made to 
the police shortly after midnight on Sun- 
day, and which dealt with his movements 
up to Norah Whelan’s having said she 
was finished with him. 

In his charge to the jury, Mr. Justice 
O’ Byrne dealt very fully with the evidence 
which had been given by three doctors 
regarding the possibility of the prisoner 
having been suffering from amnesia and 
automatism at the time of the crime, and 
also with the law relating to insanity. 

Throughout the trial most of those who 
had been at the party in Boylan’s housa 
were present in Court. When the jviy 
came in with their verdict, however, the 
prisoner’s father was absent, and so were 
the sister and brother-in-law of the dead 
girl, who had left Boylan and Norah Whelan 
only a few seconds before the murder was 
committed. The public gallery was 
thronged, many of the work mates of the 
prisoner in the Dublin Dockyard and at 
the Pigeon House being present. 


VERDICT OF GUILTY 
There was an apprehensive hush as the 
jury men filed into their box. The obvious 
nervousness of the jury men prepared the 
Court for the verdict of guilty which they 
presented. There was a murmur of excite- 
ment when their finding was announced. 
The youths and girls who had been the 
prisoner’s companions stared in open-eyed 
fascination towards the bench. The 
prisoner, his hands in the pockets of a 
smart fawn overcoat, showed no emotion. 

Asked if he had anything to say why 
sentence of death should not be passed 
‘upon him, the prisoner immediately 
replied; ‘‘ Yes; I have a lot to say about 
the evidence.” He disputed the evidence 
of two\women who had sworn that they 
saw him near the house in which Norah 
Whelan lived in Nicholas street on the 
evening of the murder about 10.20 o’clock. 
He also disputed the evidence of the police 
superintendent who had stated that it was 
possible to get from Coburg place to 
Nicholas street in twelve minutes. 

“I have been doing this journey for 
nine months’’—the length of time he had 
known the dead girl—‘‘ and I cannot do 
it by ’bus and tram in twenty minutes,”’ 
he declared. 

This was not a material part of the 
case. 

The Judge spoke. Once again there was 
a hush in the court. Even the street noises 
outside seemed to die away. 

‘*Patrick Boylan, after a long and 
patient hearing, you have been convicted 
of the crime of murder, and I must say 
that in that verdict I entirely concur.”’ 
The jury had given a strong recommenda- 
tion to mercy. He would see that it was 
forwarded to the be guarter. In the 
meantime it was his duty to impose the 
sentence prescribed by law for the offence 
that had been conimitted. 

The Judge then donned the black cap. 
A woman’s sobs punctuated the stillness 
of the court. The prisoner's face reddened 
for a few seconds, but quickly resumed its 
normal colour. He -smiled as though this 
were some pitiful drama to which he was 
superior. 

Himself showing signs of the emotional 
strain, the Judge, in the traditional 
phraseology of the death sentence, ordered 
that Boylan be taken from the bar of that 
court back to the prison from which he 
had come, and there hanged.on Friday, 
the 26th of March. 

The prisoner, still smiling, walked from 
the dock. 

Already Mr. Patrick Roe, K.C., was on 
his feet making application for leave to 
appeal on the ground that the verdict was 
against the weight of evidence, and that 
the Judge had misdirected the jury in a 
number of particulars, especially with 
regard to the medical evidence. 

Mr. Justice O’ Byrne refused the appeal. 

He thanked the jury, and said he would 
recommend that thev be not called for 
service for a period of five years.
